May Change in Area 


Because of varying reactions of 
farmers 
to the cotton acreage 
control program in the Hamlin 
territory and elsewhere in recent 
months, a new trend in voting on 
m arketing programs may be re­ 
flected in the forthcoming election 
by cotton grower*. 


Cotton producers of the nation 
will vote on December IO to deter­ 
mine w hether or not m arketing 
quotas will be in effect on their 
1958 crop. 
According to R. G. 
Schrauner, chairm an of the Texas

Committee, this will b r^ h e twelfth 
time th at growers have registered 
their choice on this question.

Some Economic 
Protection Needec 
For Farm Industry 


President of the Texas Farm 
Bureau declared at Dallas Tues­ 
day that farmers and ranchers 
must demand some form of eco­ 
nomic protection as long as agri­ 
culture is forced to “buy In the 
captive market of industry” and 
has to pay “any price collective 
bargaining can obtain.” 
J. Walter Hammond of Tye told 
delegates to the 
organization’s 
twenty-fourth annual convention 
that 
th* segments of nation's 
economy ar* int cr-dependent. 
In 
the reinvention were Mr. and Mrs 
C. E. Gregory of Hamlin as dele­ 
gates 
from the Jones County 
Farm Bureau. 
“If one segment lags too much 
all must bear the consequences,” 
he stated. “AU depressions in our 
history have been farm led and 
farm fed. When the buying pow­ 
er 
of agriculture falls behind 
workers must ba let off in In 
dustry. 
This results in even less 
buying power and more workers 
lose their jobs. Thus we have the 
downward spiral that can only 
lead to a depression.” 
Hammond told tha 1,500 Farm 
Bureau members convened et the 
Hotel Adolphus that “we cannot 
allow agriculture to trigger an 
economic set-back from which we 
might never »ecovcr.’ 
He stated that continued price 
support legislation n \ st 
be the 
core of any farm program—a floor 
to prevent disastrous farm price 
slumps.

Thus, a safety warn 
ing was given driven this week 
by J. O. Mustek, general manager 
of the Texas Safety Association, 
who spoke in behalf of TSA’s cur­ 
rent pedestrian protection 
pro­ 
gram. 
“Our high 
pedestrian fatality 
rat* is an indictment of the selfish 
attitude displayed by many driv­ 
en ,” Music said. “Of course, pe­ 
destrians often invite disaster by 
their careless actions, but this 
doesn’t excuse auto driven from 
blame.” 
About one in four traffic fatali­ 
ties Involves a pedestrian, accord­ 
ing to National Safety Council 
statistics. 
During 1956, 7,950 pe­ 
destrians were killed. 
Mustek said the fact that cars 
generally weigh well over 8,000 
pounds, while the average man 
weighs around 160 pounds, should 
convince any driver that he needs 
to take extra i>r*cautione to pro­ 
tect pedestrians. 
Mustek listed the following rules 
as must* for driver* who want to 
discharge their responsibilities to 
pedestrian* in traffic: 
1. Stop at cross-walk* for pe­ 
destrian*. 
2. When stopped at a cross-walk 
stay behind the line until signals 


5. When signals do change, don’t 
charge Impatiently forward 
give 
the walker a chance to get safel> 
to tye curb. 
4. Be sure cross-walks are clear 
before turning corners. 
8 Be extra cautious when ap­ 
proaching blind intersections or 
lines of parked cars. 
6. In cities where “w'alk” and 
"wait” signals ar* used, do not 
drive into crosa-walk until the 
pedestrian’s “wait” signal is flash­ 
e d —then proceed carefully. 
7. Always keep a sharp eye out 
for children and elderly people; 
their movements are frequently 
unpredictable.

For the home buyer, it ma> 
mean better houses at less money 
and far greater flexibility in ex­ 
perimenting with modern or “rev­ 
olutionary” 
architectural 
tech­ 


niques. 
"If a man has a good idea for 
building a house, no m atter how 
novel it may be. we will consider 
it under the new program," *«»d 
William J. O’Connor, deputy direc­ 
tor 
of the FUA * architectural 
standards division. 
en d er the old standards, he in­ 
dicated, the FHA might have been 
autom atically required to 
reject 
proposed innovations which it now 
plan' at least to consider. 
One e x p e r t e d result w ill he to 
i How builders a lot more leeway 
in originality of design While still 
m aintaining 
high 
standards 
of 
quality and durability to protect 
the home buyer. 
O'Connor said the FHA is work­ 
ing closely with the bul ding in­ 
dustry on the new “bible.” 
W rit­ 
ten jointly by the FHA and a spe­ 
cial advisory task force, the pro­ 
posed new standards, if adopted, 
will entirely replace the FHA s old 
"five-foot 
bookshelf” 
comprising 
'3 separate volumes on the sub­ 
ject of minimum property stan- 
lards imps*. 
Following its creation under the 
National Housing Act of 1934, the 
FHA at one time had 54 different 
-tandards, each covering a few 
states or regional offices. 
These 
Aver* eventually whittled down to 
the present 23.

World W ar II building boom, pac­ 
ed by an upsurge of mass com­ 
munity building developments as 
million* of apartm ent house “clift 
dwellers” rushed to the suburbs 
and the outlying countryside. 
As a result, O’Connor said, build­ 
ers often found they w ere c a u g h t 
in a briar-pat ch tangle of conflict­ 
ing regulations as 
newly built 
communities spread across state 
lines into areas where an entirely 
differen tset* of rules applied.

one state might win FHA approv­ 
al w ith flying colors, for exai 
while an identical structure would 
run into all kinds of hot w ater in 
an adjoining state. 
Large scale m akers of pre-fab- 
ricated houses found it particu­ 
larly difficult to comply with the

regulations 
then 
in 
effect. 
The upshot, said O'Connor, was 
that all hands agreed the FHA 
should set up a nation-wide set of 
I equipm ents, couched in simple 
term s, 
to elim inate the chaotic 
condition* of the past, 
The agen­ 
cy and its task force have spent 
two years working up the new 
*tandards. 
The H I A’s minimum property 
s t a n da rd*, O’Connor explained, 
have nothing 
to do with local 
building codes. 
The FHA's prime 
interest deals with m arketability 
and m ortgage risks. 
“As far as the buyer is concern­ 
ed, w hat we are striving for is 
greater flexibility in d erg n and 
cost 
savings which will perm it 
lower prices for housing." O’Con­ 
nor said.

that some costs may be higher bf* 
cause of the new specifications.

May Change in Area 


Because of varying reactions of 
farmers to the cotton acreage 
control program In the Hamlin 
territory and elsewhere in recent 
months, a new trend in voting on 
marketing programs may be re­ 
flected in the forthcoming election 
by cotton growers. 
Cotton producers of the nation 
will vote on December IO to deter­ 
mine whether or not marketing 
quotas will be in effect on their 
1958 crop. 
According to R. G. 
Schrauner. chairman of the Texas 
S t a b i lization and Conservation 
Committee, this will bf^he twelfth 
time that growers have registered 
their choice on this question.

Hammond told the 1,500 Farm 
Bureau member* convened at the 
Hotel Adolphus that “we cannot 
allow agriculture to trigger an 
economic set-back from which we 
might never recover.' 
He stated that continued price

core of any farm program—a floor 
to prevent disastrous farm price 
slumps.

Precautions by Motorists May Keep 
Pedestrians from Being Dead Wrong 


"The pedestrian may be wrong, 
but he doesn’t deserve a death 
sentence.” 
Thus, a safety warn­ 
ing was given drivers this week 
by J. O. Muslck. general manager 
of the Texas Safety Association, 
who spoke in behalf of TS A'a cur­ 
rent pedestrian protection 
pro­ 
gram. 
“Our high 
pedestrian fatality 
rate is an indictment of the aelfish 
attitude displayed by many driv­ 
ers,” Music said. "Of course, pe­ 
destrians often invite disaster by 
their careless actions, but this 
doesn’t excuse auto drivers from 
blame.” 
About one in four traffic fatali­ 
ties involves a pedestrian, accord­ 
ing to National Safety Council 
statistics. 
During 1956, 7,950 pe­ 
destrians were killed. 
Muslck said the fact that cars 
generally weigh well over 
8 ,0 0 0 
pounds, while the average man 
weighs around 160 pounds, should 
convince any driver that he needs 
to take extra precautions to pro­ 
tect pedestrians. 
Muslck listed the following rules 
as musts for drivers who want lo 
discharge their responsibilities to 
pedestrians in traffic: 
1. Stop at cross-walks for pe­ 
destrians, 
2. When stopped at a cross-walk 
stay behind the line until signals 


I 
3. When signals do change, don’t 
charge impatiently forward 
give 
the walker a chance to get safely 
to tjie curb. 
4. Be sure croee-walks are clear 
before turning corners 
5 Be extra cautious when ap­ 
proaching blind intersections or 
lines of parked cars. 
6. In cities where “walk" and 
"wait” signals are used, do not 
drive Into cross-walk until the 
pedestrian’s "wait” signal is flash­ 
e d -then proceed carefully. 
7. Always keep a sharp eye out 
for children and elderly people; 
their movements are frequently 
unpredictable.
